Pursuant to 
Article 19, and without prejudice to their later re-introduction in independent form, 
claims 6 and 1 1 are being amended. 

Claims 1 through 5, 7 through 10 and 12 are unchanged. Claims 6 and 1 1 have been 
amended so as to be dependent on claim 1 .

All the claims of this Application are novel and involve an inventive step in that none of 
the Documents cited in the International Search Report disclose digital, programmable 
means for controlling rotation of the machine in addition to controlling the heating and 
cooling and this limitation is supported throughout the application as filed. 

Claim 6 that was previously an independent claim is now dependent on claim 1 and adds 
the further limitations "means for causing rotation and application of heat within the 
machine to the chocolate being tempered over extended periods of time; and, 
means for timing the length of rotation and application of heat".
